PURPOSE OF THE ACT. 


It will record how much agricultural 
land in Ontario is owned by non-resident 
persons and corporations and where this 
land is located. The Act became law on 
December 1, 1980. 


WHAT IS AGRICULTURAL LAND 


It is land in Ontario which is zoned or asses- 
sed for agricultural use, or land actually used 
as farm or agricutlural land or as an 
orchard. 


WHAT IS A NON-RESIDENT 


It is a person who does not normally reside 
in Canada, or a person residing in Canada 
who acquires or holds an interest in 
agricultural Jand on behalf of non-resident 
persons. 


It is a corporation controlled directly or in- 
directly by non-resident persons. 


It is an organization or association where 50 
percent or more of the property is owned for 
the benefit of non-resident persons. 


It is a trust agreement where SO percent or 
more of the property, or 50 percent or more 
of the income from the trust, is owned or is 
for the benefit of non-resident persons. 


WHAT IS AN INTEREST 


It is a legal or equitable title to land in 
writing, for example a mortgage, deed, 
lease, shares, or notes. 


WHAT MUST NON-RESIDENTS DO 
TO COMPLY WITH THE ACT 


Non-residents or their representatives must 
file a registration report for land greater 
than 10 hectares which they own or in which 
they have an interest. 


A report must be filed by November 30, 1981 
for any interest in agricultural land held on 
December 1, 1980. 


After December 1, 1980 a report must be 
filed for any new acquisition of interest or 
termination of interest in agricultural land 
within 90 days of the transaction. 


Every report expires five years after the day 
on which it is filed. A new report must be 
filed within 30 days of the expiry where an 
interest in agricultural land continues to be 
held. 


ENFORCEMENT 


Four inspectors have been appointed to 
carry out the provisions of the Act and the 
regulations. 


PENALTY 


An offence under the Act carries a fine of up 
to $25,000.
